in the yniforme profeſson thereof, and pro- 
hibiting the leaſt difference from the ſayd 
Articles, which to that end Wee commaund 
to be nem printed, and thi Our declaration 
zo be publiſhed therewith. 


That We are ſupreame Gonernour 0 the

That out of Our Princely care, that the 
Churchmen may doe the worke which i 
proper vnto them: the Biſhops and (lergie, 
from time to time in Conuocation;vpon 25 
bumble defire ſhall haue licence vnder Oui 
broad Scale, to deliberate of, and to doe all 
ſuch thing sas being made plaineby them,» 
aſſented onto by Vs, ſhall concerne the ſet. 
led continuance ofthe doftrine & diſcipline 
of the-Church of England nom eſtabliſhed 
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from which We will nat endure auy varying, 
or departing in the leaſt degree. 

That for the preſent , though ſome diffe- 
rences haue been ill raiſed, yet We take cum. 
fort in tha, that all Clergie-men within Our 
Realme , haue alwayes moſt willingly ſub- 
ſcribed to the Articles eſtabliſhed, which u 
an argument to Vs, that they all agree in the 


true vſuall literall meaning of the ſayd Ar- 


ticles,and that euen in thoſe curious points in 
which the preſent differences lie, men of all 
forts take the Articles of the Church of Eng- 
land to bee for them, which un an argument 
apaine , that none of them intend any de- 
ſertion of the Articles eftabliſhed. 

T hat therefore in theſe both curious and 
vnhappy differences, which baue for ſomany 
bundred yeeres , in different times and pla. 
cet, exerciſed the Church of Chriſt : Wee 
will that all farther curiout ſearch be layd a-

T Ofthe Old Teſtament. 


T PeOldTeltament is not contrary tothe New, 

koꝛ both in the Old and New Teftament euer⸗ 
laſting lite is offered to mankinde by Chꝛiſt, who is 
the onely Mediatoꝛ betweene God and man, being 
both God and man. Udherefoze they are not to bee 
heard which feignethat the old Fathers did looke 
onely koꝛ tranſitozy pꝛomiſes. Although the Law 
giuen from God by Woſes, as touching Ceremo⸗ 
nies and Kites. doe not bind Chꝛiſttan men,noz the 
ciuill pꝛecepts thereof ought ot᷑ necellity to be recei⸗ 
ued in any Common wealth: yet notwithſtanding, 
no Chꝛiſtian man whatſoeuer, is free fromthe obe- 
dience of the Commandements , which are called 
Moaall. : 

I Ofthe three Creedes. 

Te thꝛee Creedes, Nice Creede, Athanaſius 

Creede, and that which is commonly called the 
Apoſtles Creed,ought thzoughly to be receiued and

Pkedeſtination to lite, is the euerla ſting purpoſe 

of God. whereby / befoze the foundations of the 
woꝛld were laid) hee hath conſtantly decreed by his 
counſell, ſecret to vs, to deliuer from curſe and 
damnation, thoſe whom he hath choſen in Chꝛiſt 
out of mankinde, and to bzing them by Chzilt to 
euerlaſting ſaluation , as vellels made to honour, 
Wherekoze they which bee indued with ſo excellent 
a benefite of God, bee called accoꝛding to Gods pur⸗ 
pole by his Spirit wozking in due ſeaſon: they 
thꝛough grace obey the calling: they bee iuſtiſied 
freely: they bee made ſonnes of God by adoption 
they be made like the Image of his onely begotten 
Sonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt: they walke religiouſly. in 
good wozkes , and at length by Gods mercy,they 
attaine to cuerlaſting felicitie. 

As the godly conſideration of Pꝛedeſtination and 
our Election in Chꝛiſt, is full of ſweete, pleaſant, 
and vnſpeabeable comfozt to godly perſons, and 
ſuch as teelein themſelues the wozking of the Spi⸗ 
rit of Chziſt, moztifying the wozkes of the flelh, 
and their earthly members, and dꝛawing vp their 
minde to high andheauenly things, aſwell becauſe 
it doeth greatly eſtabliſh and confirmetheir faith 
ofeternallſaluatton to bee enioyedthzough Chzilt, 
as becauſe it doeth feruently kindle their loue to⸗ 
wards God: So, foꝛ curtous and carnall perfons, 
lacking theSpirit of Chꝛiſt. to haue continually be- 
foze their eyes the ſentence ol Gods pꝛedeſtinatton. 
is a moſt dangerous downelall, whereby the _ 
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doeth thꝛuſt them either into deſperation, oz into 
rechleſaeſle of moſt vncleane liuing, no leſſe peril⸗ 
lous then deſperation. 

Furthermoze , we muſt recetue Gods pꝛomiſeg.

Scripture, that it be repugnant to another. Woher 
foe, although the Church be a witnes and a kee⸗ 
per of holy Wꝛit: pet as it ought not to decree any 
thing againſt the ſame, fo beſides theſame,ought it 
not to enfozce any thing to be belceued foꝛ necelli⸗ 
ty of ſaluation,

J Of the authoritie of generall Councels. 


8 Enerall Councels may not bee gathered toge⸗ 

ther without the commandement and will of 
Pꝛinces. And when they be gathered together(foz- 
almuch as they bee an aſſembly of men, whereof all 
be not gouerned with the Spirit # wozd of God ) 
they mayerre, and ſometime haue erred, euen in 
things pertaining vato God. Wherefoze things oꝛ⸗ 
dained dy them as neceflary to ſaluation, haue nei⸗

There are two Dacraments oꝛdained of Chꝛiſt 
our Lozd in the Goſpel, that is to ſay , Baptiſme, 
andthe Supper of the Lozd. 

Thole fiue commonly called Dacraments, that 
is to ſay , Confirmation , Penance, Oꝛders, Mas 
trimony , and extreame Unction, are not to bee 
counted foz Sacraments ot the Goſpel,betngſuch 
as haue growne, partip of the cozrupt following of 
the Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of life allowed in the 
Dcriptures: but yet haue not like nature of Da- 
craments with Baptilme and the Lozds Supper, 
koʒ that they haue not any viſible ſigne oz ceremo- 
nie oꝛdained of God. 

The Sacraments were not oꝛdained of Chꝛiſt 
to be gazed vpon, oz to bee caried about, but that 
we would duely vle them. And in ſuch onely,as 
woꝛthily receiue the ſame, they haue a wholſome 
effect oꝛ operation: But they that receiue them 
vnwoꝛthily. purchaſe to themſeluesdamnation,as 
S. Paul ſaith. 


26. 
J Of the vnworthineſſe of the Miniſters, which hinder 
not the effect of the Sacraments. 


A Lthoughin the vilible Church the euill be euer 

mingled with the good, and ſometime the eutll 
haue chiefe authozitte in the miniſtration of the 
102d and Sacraments: yet fozaſmuch as they do 
not the ſame in their owne name, but in Chꝛiſts. 
and doe miniſter by his commiſſion and authouty, 
wee may vle their miniftery , both in hearingthe 
woꝛd ol God, and in the receiuing ol the _ 
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ments. either is the elfect ot Chzifts oꝛdinance ta- 
ken away by their wickedneſſe, noz the grace of 
Gods gifts diminiſhed from ſuch, as by faith, and 
rightly, doe receiue the Sacraments miniſtred vn= 
to them, which be eſtectuall, becauſe of Chzifts inſti 
— * and pꝛomite, although they be miniftred by 
euill men. 

Neuertheleſle , it appertaineth to the diſcipline 
of the Church, that inquiry bee made of euill Mints 
ſters, andthat they bee accuſed by thoſe that haue 
knowledge ol their offences : a finally being found 
guilty, by iuſt iudgement be depoſed.

Tof Baptiſme. 

Pavtilme is not onely a ſigne of pzofeſſion, and 

—marhke of difference, whereby Chꝛiſtian men are 
diſcerned from others that bee not Chꝛiſtened: but 
it is alſo a ſigne of Regeneration oz new birth, 
whereby, as by an inſtrument, they that receiue 
Baptiſmerightly,are grafted into the Church: the 
pꝛomiſes of the foꝛgiueneſſe of ſinne, and of our ad⸗ 
option to bee the ſonnes ol God, by the holy Ghof, 
are viſibly ſigned and ſealed; faith is confirmed: 
and grace increaſed by vertue of pꝛaver vnto God, 
The Baptiſme of young childꝛen is in any wiſe to 
bee retained in the Church, as moſt agreeablewith 
the inſtitution of Chꝛitt.

i Ofthe Lords Supper. 


De Supper of the Lozd is notonely a ſigne of 
the loue that Chziſtians ought to haue among 
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themſelues one to another: butrather it is a Sa⸗ 

crament of our redemption by Chꝛiſts death. Juſo- 

much that to ſuch as rightly, woꝛthily, and with 

faith receiue the ſame, the bead which wee bzeake, 

is a partaking of the Body of Chꝛiſt: and likewiſe 

2 = of bleſſing, is apartaking of the Blood of 
tilt. 

Tranſubſtantiation ( oz the change of the ſub- 
tance of bꝛead and wine) in the Supper of the 
Loꝛd, cannot be pꝛooued by holp Mit: but it is re- 
pugnant to the plainewozds of Scripture, ouer- 
th:oweth the nature of a Sacrament, and hath gi⸗ 
uen occaſion to many ſuperſtitions. 

The Body of Chꝛiſt is giuen , taken, and eaten 
in the Supper onely after an heauenly and ſpiri⸗ 
tuall manner, And the meane whereby the Body 
7 _ is receiued and eaten in the Supper, is
